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South Street safety fears 

Road ripped up for third time after'bodge job' 


A TOWN centre road has been ripped up amid safety 
fears after sub-contractors bodged the repairs - for the 
second time. 

The county council rushed to fix South Street’s sur¬ 
face after checks found the road did not pass skid 
safety standards. 

The vital repair work along the road was carried out 
just days after checks found the fault. 

It is the third time the road has been relaid after the 
company sub-contracted on behalf of Southern Gas 
failed to complete the job to the correct standard. 

Southern Gas - which is installing modern pipes in 
the town - has vowed to ensure its next phase of work 
is completed correctly. 

The stretch of road was turned into a virtual no go 
zone as shoppers avoided the area when road-workers 
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with heavy machinery turned up in the early hours of 
Friday morning. 

Business owners voiced concerns they were kept in 
the dark about the extent of the repairs which cost 
them up to 99 per cent of their normal Friday trade. 

Chloe Boyce, a spokesman for Southern Gas, was 
unable to confirm the name of the sub-contractor’s 
firm. 

She said: “We had the road resurfaced as part of on¬ 
going work in the town to ensure a safe, reliable gas 
network. There were checks made and it became ap¬ 
parent the safety standard for skidding didn’t meet the 
required standard that’s expected. 

“We are using a company to do the work for us and 
they employed another company to put the road sur¬ 
face on. That company has let us down and not done 
a good enough job.” 

A spokesman for Dorset County Council said it was 
the second time the safety concerns had been raised 
following the repairs. 

She said: “Southern Gas did some work in Bridport 
and the work was not to the standard we would nor¬ 
mally expect. 

“The road didn’t have the correct surface that 
matched with the rest of the area so could have caused 
slipping or skidding. It is not as safe as we expect for 
the public. We carried out the work to make sure it’s 
safe for road users.” 

But frustrated business owners are demanding to

know why they were kept in the dark about the extent 
of the works after their trade has already been hit by 
previous road works. 

The first many traders knew of the closure were yel¬ 
low signs dotted around the warning of the road clo¬ 
sure two days before the work started. 

Many claim they did not receive official information 
on the road works. 

Bridport Town Council surveyor Daryl Chambers 
said the roadworks were brought forward because of 
the Spirit of Bridport and the carnival celebrations. 

He said: “It needed to be done. People have com¬ 
plained about the zebra crossing and that will be rein¬ 
stated as part of the work.” 

He added: “When it comes to the next stage of 
Southern Gas’ work I will be asking for a meeting with 
all parties and businesses affected to keep everyone 
informed of what’s happening because it’s not been 
good so far.” More on page three

• HOW long have you been interested in music? 

I'm from an Irish family so music was always a part of 
my upbringing, although you wouldn't say we were a 
particularly musical family. It's in there somewhere 
though, as both myself and my sister are in bands. 

For the last 20 years or so, it's been an integral aspect of 
my life and in some ways defines me. 

• WHAT'S the difference between gigging in Lon¬ 
don and gigging around here? 

There's a broader audience acceptance of acts playing 
what they want to outside of London. Up there, you 
play covers in pubs for money on one hand, and you 
play your own music in venues for very little money on 
the other. 

Here, you turn up to play a gig and, as long as you give 
the crowd a sufficient number of songs to sing along to, 
they'll listen quite happily to original music. 

Paul Hines at No.10 is a great supporter of local song¬ 
writers - he prefers it when we all play songs we've writ¬ 
ten ourselves. 

• IS West Dorset a good place for music? 

Yes, there are so many musicians here. Bridport partic¬ 
ularly has such a good scene - a high standard, very sup¬ 
portive of each other. 

Myself and Elijah Wolf are actually just about to start 
a label. He's been running his Howl Open-Mic nights for 
a while now, which I've been helping out with recently. 
We felt that we had to provide an outlet for these artists 
and their songs to be heard. 

The plan is to release regular singles by local acts in 
an effort to benefit the local musical and artistic com¬ 
munity. 

• YOU hear about it being difficult for musicians 
these days because of piracy and downloads. Is it 
tough? 

Yes. The record industry's utter failure to foresee this 
and do something about it in time means that there's a 
lot less money now to sign bands. 

However, it is now unquestionably easier to get your 
music heard because of the amount of online portals to 
which music can be uploaded. You just don't make 
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much from it unless a manager or label picks it up and 
puts some money behind it. 

• WHY did you name your band The Pickwicks? 

I love Charles Dickens and I wanted to reflect that in the 
name. And because it's better than being called the Old 
Curiosity Shop. 

• DO you have a strong interest in literature? 

Absolutely. My teachers used to tell me I had strong 
reading abilities, which presumably drew me into an in¬ 
terest in books. I read "To Kill A Mockingbird" for my 
GCSEs; a wonderful book which has remained with me 
emotionally and psychologically and is still my favourite 
novel. 

• YOU have been involved in a number of projects 
encouraging children to explore music and litera¬ 
ture. Is it an important part of what you do? 

Very much so.The degree to which both hearing music 
and reading benefit a child's emotional and intellectual 
development is incalculable.The influence on them can 
be seen and gauged from an extremely early age, and 
I feel that parents must be encouraged to help with this 
aspect of development. 

• WHAT'S your favourite album and why? 

The first Stone Roses album. I heard it when I was first 
developing an interest in music and I don't think any¬ 
one has surpassed it since. Absolutely the right four 
people, with the best producer for them, creating a per¬ 
fect collection of music - they really are a truly special 
band. I recommend it to everyone (along with "Exile On 
Main Street" by the Stones). 

• ANY tips for aspiring singers/songwriters? 

Don't feel you have to make one particular type of 
music, do what comes naturally and what feels right. 
Listen to loads of different types of music. Practise con¬ 
stantly. And always have a spare pair of pants. 

"Never Had To Try" is released through iTunes, 
hmv.com, Amazon and all other digital music retail¬ 
ers on Friday, August 10th.

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Lloyd Webber backs 
Institute campaign 


A BID to save one of Brid- 
port’s most iconic buildings 
has been backed by com¬ 
poser Sir Andrew Lloyd 
Webber. 

The project to restore the 
Literary and Scientific Insti¬ 
tute is being supported by 
the star’s Andrew Lloyd 
Webber Foundation 

(ALWF), which has 
stumped up a share of a 
£200,000 grant. 

Sir Andrew is best known 
as the author of the Phantom 
of the Opera and star of tel¬ 
evision show Superstar. 

The grant comes from the 
Challenge Fund for Build¬ 
ings at Risk, a national 
scheme launched in 2011 to 
save Grade I and II listed 
buildings. It is jointly 
funded by English Heritage 
andtheAWLF. 

The cash injection is the 
latest step in a two-year bat¬ 
tle by the Bridport Area De¬ 
velopment Trust to bring the 
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East Street building into use. 

In September 2010 the 
trust went to the high court 
to stop commercial develop¬ 
ers from taking control of 
the building - a key part of 
Bridport’s industrial rope 
making history. 

The cost of developing the 
Grade II building is believed 
to be £2.4million. 

Dorset County Council 
(£300,000) and West Dorset 
District Council (£100,000) 
have committed significant 
match funding toward the 
project. 

But the match-funding 
commitments rely on a suc¬ 
cessful bid to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) for the 
bulk of the capital costs of 
the restoration. 

Plans for the building in¬ 


clude rooms to hold meet¬ 
ings, talks and activities, a 
cafe and space for small 
start up businesses. 

Charles Wild, chairman of 
the Bridport Area Develop¬ 
ment Trust, said the grant 
strengthened their bid to the 
HLF. 

He said: “It is a great boost 
to the project and reward for 
the work that a lot of people 
have put in over recent 
months. 

“Together with the re¬ 
cently announced contribu¬ 
tions from the county and 
district councils, it will 
strengthen our application 
next month to the Heritage 
Lottery,“ 


The aim of the Challenge 
Fund is to assist the rescue 
of historic buildings and 
support the efforts of local 
volunteers engaged in this 
work. 

Sir Andrew said he was 
proud of the fact that the 
Challenge Fund would ben¬ 
efit the town. 

He said : “Philanthropy is 
well-established in other 
cultural fields but England’s 
very special heritage forms 
the backdrop to all our lives 
and the people who put 
countless voluntary hours 
and untold effort into saving 
it from neglect and decay 
deserve the strongest possi¬ 
ble support.” 

Registered charity the 
Bridport Area Development 
Trust was set up in 2009 
with the aim of delivering 
community projects in Brid-

Business owners are left 
frustrated by roadworks 


FRUSTRATED business 
owners are calling for a 
meeting about the ongoing 
road works which continue 
to hit their trade. 

South Street trader 
Matthew Beard is leading 
the call for a meetings be¬ 
tween the town council, 
businesses and Southern Gas 
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before further work is un¬ 
dertaken in the town. 

The call came as Dorset 
County Council had to rip 
up South Street to replace 
the faulty road surface after 
two previous attempts had 
been bodged by sub-con¬ 
tractors for Southern Gas. 

Workman and heavy ma¬ 
chinery moved into the 
street on Friday, August 3rd 
for the day. 

The owner of South 
Street’s Cafe Bean, said on 
the day: “It’s not a normal 
Friday, it’s usually a lot 
busier. The year of road 
works has affected our busi¬ 
ness. 

“Southern Gas hasn’t done 
us any favours. They still 
have three quarters of the 
town to do and if there’s the 
same level of disruption for 
the rest of the town it will be 
terrible if it’s in this kind of 
chaos.” 

He added: “We should 
have had a meeting with this 
company and the town 
council before there are al¬ 
lowed to do any more work

in this town.” 

Jo O’Farrell, who helps 
run Good Books on Gundry 
Lane, said: “It would have 
been nice to have more in¬ 
formation about what was 
actually going to be closed. 

“I just think it’s a shame 
we didn’t get told about it, I 
only saw a sign about it two 
days before. It’s yet another 
thing to hit the businesses 
because Friday is normally 
quite a busy day in Brid¬ 
port.” 

Frank Youngblood, owner 
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of Dorset Peddlar on South 
Street, said: “It goes beyond 
belief; it really is a night¬ 
mare. We were 99 per cent 
down on trade that Friday. 

“We’ve put up with it 
since before Christmas until 
the end of May, then we had 
a little respite and now they 
are back and on a Friday 
when holiday makers usu¬ 
ally come in to buy their 
gifts before gong home. 

“We have really felt the se¬ 
vere affect of the gas works 
and the refurbishment of the 
town hall. It is a serious con¬ 
cern for businesses that we 
just don’t need in the current 
economic climate.” 

South Street business¬ 
woman Judith Pass was 
frustrated she had not been 
informed of the extent of the 
road closure. 

She said: “My frustration 
is why I was not informed at 
all. I heard about it on the 
grapevine but I got nothing 
in writing. I close my shop 
on Thursdays but I would 
have opened then and closed 
on the Friday if I’d known.”

A TEENAGER was left fighting for his life when 
the car he was in flipped onto its roof along 
the Bridport to Weymouth coast road.

New book tells blble stories 
from the woman's perspective 


A BOOK re-telling the bible through 
the eyes of the woman at the centre of 
it stories was launched in Bridport.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


MARTIN BELL OBE is now just as famous for 
his white suits as he was for his BBC war re¬ 
porting. In 1997 he was elected to parlia¬ 
ment, with the help of Labour and the 
Liberal-Democrats, as the first independent 
MP in 50 years. Last year he published a col¬ 
lection of verse entitled "For Whom the Bell 
Tolls". His light verse is more political polemic 
than poetry but he does knock a nail or two 
on the head. The book appeared in 2011, the 
same year as the terrible Tottenham rioting, 
looting and burning. 

RIOTOUS ILLITERACY 

They looted clothes and trainers, mobile phones, 
All goods of glitz and value and utility, 

But never even paused at Waterstones, 
Seeing its book as objects of futility: 

Shakespeare's undrinkable, 

Kipling's unthinkable, 

Milton's un wearable, 
Wordsworth's unbearable 
(This one at least we'd make allowance for, 
The Sage of Lakeland being such a bore). 

And as for our inflammatory writers, 
Trotsky, Karl Marx and Chomsky - all in vain. 
Not even they attracted London's rioters, 
Being judged not worth a broken window 
pane. 

So here's the Law of Lawlessness immutable:

Shanty Theatre's modem 
twist on an ancient tale 


THIS year's summer 
spectacular by the 
Shanty Theatre Company is a modern twist on an an¬ 
cient tale. 

Having opened in July, "The Rime of the Ancient 
Mariner" has been a huge hit during its first stint of 
performances at the Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis. 

Many studied Samuel Taylor Coleridge's dark and 
dreary poem, "The Rime of the Ancient Mariner", at 
school. But if you weren't a fan then, don't let that 
put you off. While following the story of the 1798 
tale, Shanty's take on the poem could not be further 
from Coleridge's despair and depression. 

Instead, they have produced an impressively up¬ 
beat, hysterical and family fun show quite unlike 
anything seen at the Marine Theatre before, written 
by cast members Harry Long and Stuart McLoughlin 
and directed by Tim Bell. 

Unusually staged as an arena theatre around a 
boat (complete with piano that rises from the floor), 
the cast of just five bring this ancient story to life, 
playing a number of different characters between 
them, as well as a number of instruments in their first 
production to use electric music rather than just 
acoustic. 

The play begins at a wedding, when the Ancient 
Mariner (Daniel Copeland) arrives uninvited to tell 
the tale of his treacherous journey at sea to the best 
man. At first reluctant to listen, Peter Fog (Stuart 
McLoughlin) soon gets sucked into the story, with 
the cast flicking between playing wedding guests 
and crew mates of the Ancient Mariner. 

Hilarity ensues as the crew becomes over-attached 
to an albatross, a symbol of hope which they believe 
saved them from an icy death at sea, leaving the 
Mariner in a jealous rage and... well, we all know 
how it ends. 

Throw in some seaside fun, an incapable captain 
and a cleverly comic and, if nothing else, bizarre Her¬ 
mit Crab, and the show is a recipe for sell-out suc¬ 
cess. 

And that's exactly what it's been - the cast has 
played to packed audiences most nights thanks to 
Shanty's reputation as a must-see summertime 



event, which has grown 
and grown since first 
coming to Lyme Regis in 2008. 

After a week break, the show will return to the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre between Sunday, August 12th and Sat¬ 
urday, August 25th before going on tour around the 
South West.

Olympic reflections 

THERE are some great perks to being a journalist and top 
of the list must be to get a pass to cover the Olympic 
Games writes Kevin Fahey. 

As I write this I am sitting just above the finishing line as 
the warrior sprinters limber up for the final of the men's 
100m. 

The stadium announcer has just told us that two million 
people applied for tickets for tonight's action to see who 
is the fastest man on the planet. 

Unless they were interested in the women's triple jump 
but I somehow doubt it. 

It is at times like this you realise how lucky you are. I hate 
to think how much a ticket would cost for a seat on the 
home straight (a story going round is that one fan paid 
£700 for a ticket and ended up on the back straight. He 
wasn't happy). 

Throw in free coffee and tea, a TV monitor at your desk 
for replays and an instant results service and it is an un¬ 
beatable package. 

This is repeated for all 26 sports on the Olympic 
timetable allowing 20,000 accredited journalists to do 
their job. Interestingly, while we are talking amazing stats, 
journalists out-number the 17,000 athletes from 205 
countries but are dwarfed by the 63,000 involved in the 
running of the Games, many of whom are volunteers. 

Nine million tickets were sold to 500,000 spectators and 
80,000 of those were the very lucky to get a prized entry 
to Sunday's show. 

There are few events more exciting than the battle to be 
the fastest man on the planet. 

Raw speed and super macho egos collide like an inter¬ 
planetary asteroid explosion with enough force to power 
the whole of east Devon and west Dorset as well. 

The fastest human on two legs is a title that demands 
respect, earns worldwide fame and opens the door to 
considerable financial rewards. 

Only the quest to become the toughest, strongest and 
baddest man on the planet, a title traditionally held by 
the heavyweight boxing champion but since diluted by 
the splintering of the sport into so many different organ¬ 
isations, comes close. 

There is nothing quite like the anticipation of a 100m 
showdown and it didn't disappoint as Usain Bolt ce¬ 
mented his legendary status by retaining his title in a new 
Olympic record. 

But it wasn't as exciting as the Super Saturday when 
Britain won three golds in the greatest hour that the sport 
has enjoyed in its history.

On Friday they stepped up a class, racing at Newton 
Abbot in the Class 2 Sis Live Handicap Chase, again over 
two miles, a race in which he was fifth last year. 

Again Andrew Glassonbury took him out in front in 
the company this time of Oceana Gold with the Paul 
Nicholls trained Shooters Wood four lengths back in 
third. 

The two matched strides until six from home when 
Dougie Costello was unseated from Oceana Gold, upon 
which Shooters Wood took closer order. 

Making the turn for home Glassonbury eked out a 
small lead but as the y jumped the last they were prac¬ 
tically side by side. 

However Buckler's horse driven out by his jockey 
bravely hung on to win by a neck and earn his owners 
another £15k plus. 

Unfortunately the horse who is so consistent he has 
been placed in eighteen of his 22 races over fensces in¬ 
cluding five wins, will pick up another 71b penalty for 
the win. 

Buckler was however delighted that his plan had 
worked. 

"I felt he needed a run before Friday and the Worcester 
race was perfect. He led all the way, had a breather turn¬ 
ing in and then moved away and won very nicely. 

"He picked up a 7lb penalty for the win, which would 
have been 81b had he not run again so quickly under 
the handicapping system. 

"They started very fast but when Oceana Gold un¬ 
seated his rider, Shooters Wood became the threat and 
pushed us very hard. But it was some inspired riding 
from Andrew and the horse and they battled it out to 
head them off. 

"It was nice to see the plan come off and the horse will 
now be put out for two week in the field along with the 
others for some rest as there is no NH racing until the 
end of next week, ready to come back fresh for the au¬ 
tumn. 

Boxatrix made his racecourse debut on the same card 
in theTry totequickpick IfYou’re Feeling Lucky Standard 
Open NH Flat Race bumper over two miles, finishing 
second from the back. 

"He's not very quick and wants further and with £1 Ok 
prize money this was a high class race. On top of that 
that was a bit of kicking at the start, including our horse, 
and so Giles Hawkins took him to the back before the 
start so he was a bit slow leaving. 

"He ran very green but stayed on and has learned a 
bit in a better than average bumper." 

Buckler was full of praise for the Newton Abbot board 
whom are self-funded and put up £100k of prize money 
for the day's racing which turned out very successfully 
for them with some very good racing.

Big Ben strikes Gold in Battle of the Bay 


BEN Ainslee sailed into the record 
books on Sunday when he claimed 
his fourth Olympic Gold medal by 
winning the Finn Class to become the 
greatest sailing Olympian in history. 

His fourth consecutive Olympic title 
together with a Silver earned at At¬ 
lanta in 1996 puts him ahead of the 
Dane Paul Elvstrom, a record that has 
been held since 1960. 

However there was drama right up 
until the closing moments. The Gold 
medal appeared to be between the 
Danish sailor Jonas Hogh-Christensen 
who had looked odd-on to win the 
class after six of the ten fleet races, 
and Ainslee who battled back in the 
last four to go into the medal race just 
two points behind. 

However, whilst Ainslee concen¬ 
trated in keeping his nearest rival be¬ 
hind him, a tactic that would bring 
him level on points and the winner, by 
virtue of a higher finish in the medal 
race, the Dutchman Pieter-Jan Postma

could also snatch victory if he could 
finish high enough in the field. 

With Ainslee and Hogh-Christensen 
battling it out in 9th and 10th, Postma 
in third only needed to move up a 
place to snatch the Gold. 

Fortunately for the thousands of 
British spectators lining The Nothe in 
Weymouth where the drama was un¬ 
folding in front of them, the flying 
Dutchman became over ambitious. 

In his haste to overtake the New 
Zealand boat to snatch second spot in 
the last few yards, he was forced to 
take a penalty turn that sent him back 
to fifth spot and out of medal con¬ 
tention. 

This allowed Ainslee to concentrate 
on keeping the Dane behind him and 
he held him off to claim the Gold 


medal and a place in history. 

He said after: "It was a tough event. 
Jonas sailed brilliantly earlier in the 
week but I managed to get back to 
give me a chance today on what was 
a very tricky course. 

" It was a very tactical and strategic 
race with the wind changing around, 
and was very difficult to get right; it 
was very problematical. 

"The support has been fantastic all 
the way through these games here in 
Weymouth and Portland, and racing 
where we were was a huge inspiration 
and made a huge difference."It's been 
a tough week with a lot at stake but 
fortunately it came together. It’s been 
incredibly hard - there’s a huge 
amount of pressure to perform at a 
home Games. It’s been the hardest 
couple of weeks of my life but you just 
have to get on with the job. 

"To be able to win a Gold medal in 
your own country and in front of such 
a huge crowd; it won't get any better.
